MICHAEL DAVITT'S NEW BOOK

Tells Story of Jewish Oppres-
ston in Far East,

New York, Oct, 8, —Frosh from a vis-
It to the @eat centern of Jowish popu-
lnton v Russin, Michael Davitt, has
written his' estimate of the vonditions
and future of those people In a volume
entitled “Within the Pale,” which will
be Issued from the presses of A, 8.
Barnes & Company tomorrow.

"The Jew, as he ix ruled and oppress-
ed by the Russlnn officlals, Is a far
greater danger to  Ruasion autocracy
than anti-S8emitism 1a to the Israelites
of the ‘pale, ™ declares Mr., Davitt In
the preface to his work.

“The danger,”" he continues, “was can
didly avowed by all the representative
Rugsians from whom I soliclted light
and Informutlon ™ _

Mr. Davitt seas further catastrophy
ahead because of unnatural econombe
and soelal conditlonn,

"The facts of the egonomic and po-
clal conditions with'h the pale of wet-
tlement,” he writes, "are 8o objective
that the warning they give of a coming
catastrophe cannot be jgnored,

“It would be ilke leaving an epldemic
of small pox Lo cuve (tself by neglect.
This condition aof things -is fully
expréssed by the termi unnatural.
It 18 analogous 16 & Mltuation which
would result from 4 federal law ecom-
pelling overy Buropean-born artisan
and labarver within the whele United
States to reside Mulde the state of
Pennaylvanin and to be forbldden to
weokt employment outaide the citlea and
towns of that state. The murderoun
competitlon for employment, the deadly
